juct as good as they can be, its 
health cared for on the basis of the 
mo.it modern ideas, its water supply 
unple and of good Quality, its em 
ployes adequately paid. 


A voluntary movement by the man' 


ufactBrers to ask that their assess- 
ments on personal property be raised 
so that the city may have more funds 
for municipal and school use is a 
sign of the deep Interest here in com- 
munity welfare 
'Wholesalers and re- 


tailers will take up the same move- 
ment. Should this be carried through 
the general fund will receive an in- 
crease in revenues. 


But even this will not carry sll

Indebtedness.

the council—fire away. The commu- 
nity will back yon in the advance.

Washington, D. C. July 19—The 


public will be justified in watching 
with the liveliest curiosity tha out- 
come of Governor Cox's visit to Pres- 
ident Wilson. Governor Cox, at least, 
Is fully aware how vital to his for- 
tune it is, not merely that he make a 
satisfactory impression on President 
Wilson, but also that President Wil- 
son's friends and followers through- 
out the country shall be made aware 
that he did make a gtod impression. 


IS VITAL VISIT 


Governor Cox knows well that the 


occasion was more than a visit of 
ceremony. He knows it was much 
more than a matter of 
satisfying 


President Wilson that he is ortho- 
dox on the League of Nations, meas- 
ured by Mr. Wilson's standards. He 
knows it was a matter of so conduct- 
ing himself as to get the hearty ap- 
proval of President Wilson and fol- 
lowing that, the hearty support nf 
President Wilson's friends and ad 
mlrers, both the intimate ones sur- 
rounding the president and the dis 
tant ones throughout the country. 


Governor Cox was given hia nomi- 


nation by President Wilson's 
ene- 


mies, but he can win the election only 
through the earnest support or ac 
tivity of President Wilson's friends. 
Tho feeling between Mr. 
Wilson's 


friends and his enemies which has 
arisen over the nomination of Cox, is 
more acute than the feeling between 
the progressive and the old guarc 
factions in the republican party. And 
Cox, as a candidate, has on his hands 
a mori serious possibility of cleav- 
age and one calling for more dedicate 
handling than Senator Earring's task 
of placating the progressives.

Charles M. Critter came to hi* 


death by the crushing of his chest 
and other Injuries in the Standard 
Life building while In the discharge' 
t>f his duties, thi cause of said in- 
juries being unknown," was the ver- 
dict of the coroner's jury Monday 
inornlr.g which 
inqtrlred into 
the 


««us» of the death of Mr. Critten, 
third engineer of th« Standard Lite 
Building early Sunday morning. 


There was no eyewitness of the 


• ccident and absolutely no light wag 
thrown on vhat actually occurred. 
Only four witnesses were heard. They 
were Ear) Theobold, Springfield, of 
the tervice department o'f the Otis 
Elevatcr C«mpany; C. Million, super- 
intendent of the building; Arthur 3>. 
Critten, assistant engineer and broth- 
er of t»« man who Was killed and W. 
M. Park, plain clothes man for the 
eity police department who was with 
the police aouad tkat rem»Tecl the 
body from tho elsrater. 


CHEST CRUSHED 


fhar'os Critten'c chest was horribly 


erusheu from the neck down, scarcely 
a bone being left unbroken. There 
was a cut extending across the neck 
just above collar bone. There was a. 
scalp w.ound si* inches long: and nu- 
merous other injuries. 


Officer Park's testimony was the 


most valuable as furnishing ground 
for several theories as to what ac- 
tually happened at the fatal moment. 
Park testified that the floor of the 
elevator cage was about three feet 
above the level of the fifth floor of 
the building when lie arrived. The 
door of the elevator shaft was open 
•bout eight inches. The chin of the 
injured man rested on the floor of the 
cage, his right arm and hand were 
inside the cage and the legs and low- 
er part of the body hung clear in the 
shaft below the cage. The upper part 
of the body was tightly wedged be- 
tween the cage and the door of the 
elevator shaft and the door cc-uld not 
be opened. There were marks in the

BROTHER TESTIFIES 


Arthur D. Critten testified that he 


last saw his brother at 11:30 when 
he talked with him in the engine 
room. His brother was then start- 
Ing on a teur of the upper floors, 
It being MS duty to ring the watch- 
men's clock on these floors. He carried 
the clock in a leather case attached 
by * strap around his neck and he 
also carrl.ed a pass key attached to 
» large wire ring which also appears 
to vave *«en about his neck and un- 
der one arm. 


Arthur Critten had begun to *«el 


somewhat uneasy about his brother 
b'csuae of his long absence, fearing 
that he had accidentally locked him- 
self in one of the upstairs rooms and 
liad no key. 
He had mndej up his 


mind to investigate when he heard 
his brother call down the elevator 
shaft: "Oh, Arthur," There were two 
other words which were not finite 
clear. They might have been: "I'm 
steeled." He hurried up the stairs 
from floor to floor until he reached 
the fifth where he found his brother's 
body in the elevator. He called but 
received no response. As he saw the 
body it wan on the floor of the hall 
witfc the head in the elevator and the 
door closed. 


RAISED ELEVATOR 


His impression of the position of 


of 
the 
body 
differs 
materially 


from that which Officer Park de- 
scribe!'. He tried to open the door 
hut wafc unable to do so. He hurried 
hack to the basement to move the 
elevator in the hope of releasing the 
body but stopped on the way to ask 
Dr. Postle<vait! to notify the police. 
Then with the safety .levlce he raised 
the elevator a short distance. 


The position of the body may have 


been 
materially 
changed 
by 
this 


shifting of the elevator before the 
arrival of the police. 


Officer Park testified that'hs broke 


the piss* in the eTovator door with 
his olub and was thus able to get 
hold of one hand. Captain Cline kick- 
ed in the rest of the glass. This shift- 
ed the hmly somewhat and permitterl 
the door to be opened. The body wns 
then lifted through the door space 
below the floor of tne cage. 


ONE THfiORT 


The time clock Indicated that the 


slith floor had been rung but not the 
fifth. One theory of the accident IB 
•hat Charles Critten stopped the ele- 
vator at the f i f t h floor, got off flnrt 
f<niml that the cage was movlnpr, He 
reached In to get hold of the con- 
trol lever or the safety rope and got 
caught. It is believed to be quite 
possible that the large wire key ring 
about his neck caught on something. 
"With the elevator doo • open anrt the 
capo pome rliptancfl above thp floor 
it is natural for his body anrl lesrs 
to get entirely within the shaft. 


43 TEARS OLD 


Arthur Critten testified that his 


hrdtnfcr was past 43 years of 8se ant; 
unmarried although he had been mar- 
ried. His parents live in Hennepin 
and are ~0 and 67 years old respec- 
tively. His father works at common 
labor. Charles helped support them 
with his wages. He began working 
for the Standard Life Building on 
June 28. The pressure or the water 
column he said at the time of the 
accident had gone down 
slightly, 


from 159 to 125. At this pressure 
the elevator would operate but It 
might eettle slightly. 


Charles 
Million, superintendent of 


-the building testified.that he was no- 
tified at his home ol the accident at 
H:55 and was at the building at 1:10. 


Earl Theobold ,»irvice"mari for tho 


elevator company had Inspected the 
. elevater on Tuesday of last week. It 
Iras 
In perfect condition so far as 


he could tell. He was accustomed to 
inspect these elevators every week. 


Two Men Believed to Be

No new clutt have been discovered 


as to the Identity of the man who 
murdered Gus Ahrene. A number of 
persons who might Jiave been im- 
plicated have left the city, and tha 
police are endeavoring to learn Juat 
when they left and whre they ana 
now. 


That there were two men Impli- 


cated seems certain, although Mrs. 
Ahrens saw but one. The man she 
s«w wore a cap and no coat. The 
man whom Sam Wilson, city street 
superintendent, saw turn the corner 
to pass in front of the store just a 
moment before the shooting had on 
a complete dark suit and wore a 
dark fedora hat. At the rate he was 
walking he should have been In front 
of the store when the murder was 
committed. 


"A girl who lives in the 1100 block 


East Lincoln avenue," said Mr. Wil- 
son Monday, "had just got off the 
9:43 car, and this man was looking 
hack, watching her. a* he passed my 
home going toward the store, so he 
had his face turned away from me; 
hut 
he 
was 
walking slowly, 
as 


though expecting the girl to cfttch 
up with him, and when he saw that 
she did not turn, hut kept on west 
past the corner, he quickened his pace 
and walked rapidly to the corner. 
As soon as he began walking fast It 
occurred to me that maybe, he Intend- 
ed hurrying around to head the girl 
otf. and I remarked to my w|fe that 
T would just see where that fellow 
•went.
